Listing of Claims : 

1 . (Currently Amended) A method of extending the coverage area of a network to provide 
providing network access to a mobile platform via at least one mobile node, each mobile node 
including at least two directional antennas for establishing communications links with at least 
two disparate nodes, comprising: 

transmitting route data to a mobile node; and 

exchanging signals over links between a network interface and the mobile node; 
wherein the mobile node steers its directional antennas based on the route data to 
establish the links with the network interface and the mobile platform;
